At the age of 17, after winning first prize in a 
poetry contest, Victor Hugo was called by the re- 
nowned Chateubriand, “Figure Sublime,” and a great 
furure was predicted for the embryonic writer. Hugo 
fulfilled that prophecy by becoming one of the great- 
est litera figures pe prance; 


Hugo's life was at once turbulent and dramatic. » 


Born in 1802, into che Napoleonic era of splendor, 


show, and shan, he was plunged at an early age into. 


the atmosphere and tempo of the umes. For his 
father, who was attached to the Court of. Bonaparte, 
traveled extensively for the Empire, and was accom- 
panied by his family. Rome—Naples—Madrid—were 
a few of the cities in which young Victor lived. But 
the fall of Napoleon shunted the Hugos from this 
continental existence into steadily declining circum- 
stances. The father, by this time a Count, was in- 


ternéd at Bloise on an allowance of 40 pounds a - 


year. 


_ Victor was sent to school in Paris, 
here, on an extremely meager al- 
lowance, he barely existed. But he 
didn’t seem to mind, for his literary 
ambition had begun to flower, At 
14 he was turning our everything 
from verses to melodrama. Win- 
ning the poetry prize encouraged 
him to continue, Though for an 
entire year after that happy event 
he lived in a rat-infested attic in 
the Rue Du Dragon, he wrote dili- 
gently, persevering with a self-con- 
fidence which throughout his life 
never failed him. 


In 1822 his first published vol- 
ume of poetry, “Odes and Poesies 
Diverses,” attracted royal favor, and he received a 
pension from the government. His purse thus en- 
tiched, he was able to take a step that he had con- 
templated but had not dared—marriage. He married 
Adele Foucher whom he had been courting for months. 

_ His writing careér had now . 
Poetry of thar period was markedly romantic in a 

nated, artificial way. Hugo broke away | ‘from: ‘this ‘old

formula and in his fresh, lilting lyrics set a new 
technique; and not only was he a master of language, 
bur a voice of his times, He sang of people and free- 
dom. One of his most famous poems “Les Orientales” 
had for its theme the Greek War of Independence. 


Yet, despite his poetic successes, he attained nO 
financial glory until he dipped his pen-in the drama 
ink pot. He wrote the play, "Hernani,” aad its pro- 
duction reaped a financial harvest for him. Sogn after, 
in 1831, he published his novel, “The Hunchback ‘of 
Nore Dame,” that brought him ‘added wealth.

Hugo actively entered politics, becoming » member 
of the French Parliament, and lacer he was created a 
peer of France.
